320,000  Can  Be  Carried  an  Hour. 

Hie  following  is  an  extract  from  b  speech  delivered  by  MR  W  H  BALDWIN,  President  of  the  Long 
[aland  Railroad,  which  in  now  owned  b3  the  PENNSYLVANIA  CO.,  at  the  WALDORF-ASTORIA  HOTEL, 
this  city,  April  2d. 

"When  tills  great  PENNSYLVANIA  Tl'NNKL  is  completed,  we  will  be  able  to  take  people  35  to  40 
miles  in  tlx  country  in  about  45  minute*  and  in  a  few  years  the  Whole  of  Long  Island  will  look  like  a  continu- 
ous village.  In  ttdditi  in  to  tins  we  will  he  able  to  carry  ,?2n,ooo  persons  an  hour,  from  New  York  across  East 
River  to  Long  Island,  where  the  present  carrying  capacity  is  onl)  40,000.*'

Pennsylvania  Railroad's  Novel  Flan  for  an  Express  Service 

ovci  all  Long  Island 

Territory  will  be  Divided  into  Six  Sections  and  Stops  will  be  Arranged  so  as  to  Cut  Down 

the  Running  Time  in  Each 

Long  Island  will  lose  its  Length  and  will  be  telescoped  into  a  series  of  chronometric  sections  when  the 
Bait  Rivei  Tunnel  is  completed  and  the  plans  Of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  for  suburban  schedules  there  are 
put  Into  effect.  The  plan  is  an  ingenious  one,  Calculated  to  fit  the  ideas  of  residents  in  every  section  served  by 
the  suburban  trains  that  will  pass  under  the  river. 

It  divides  Long  Island  into  six  sections.  Every  point  from  the  first  will  be  reached  in  twenty  minutes 
from  Herald  Square;  ever)  point  in  the  second  in  forty  five  minutes,  the  third,  sixty  minutes;  the  fourth,  ninety 
minutes;  the  fifth,   ids  minutes,  and  the  sixth —  Montauk  Point -in  130  minutes. 

The  first  line  is  drawn  from  Port  Washington  on  the  north  shore  to  Long  Beach  on  the  south.  All  this 
area  Will  be  sii\id  |.\  local  trains  and  ears  propelled  by  electricity  that  will  stop  at  every  station  and  will  make 
all  the  minor  stations  within  the  limits  of  that  line  in  twenty  minutes  or  under. 

Tin  towns  on  tin,-  extreme  limits  will  be  reached  in  twenty  minutes  by  express  trains  from  Herald  Square 
which  will  moke  their  first  stops  .it  Port  W  ashington  and  Long  Beach,  and  other  trains  on  the  limit  line  of  the 
twenty  minutes  schedule  Ol  clOae  to  that  limit.  After  passing  the  limit  line  these  trains  will  be  locals  within  the 
next  tune  aua  ot  loit\  live  minutes 

Next  will  be  tlx  area  within  a  line  from  Cold  Spring  on  the  north  to  Babylon  on  the  south.  From  the 
first  line — Port  Washington  to  Long  Beach — the  express  trains  to  that  line  will  serve  the  intervening  area  ;is 
loeals,  with  express  trains  making  but  one  stop,  reaching  the  towns  on  the  limit  of  forty-five  minute  area  in 
that  time.  They  in  turn  will  be  Locals  for  the  minor  stops  in  the  third  area,  which  is  sixty  minutes  from  Herald 
Square.

This  ingenious  plan  will  give  practically  an  express  service  to  ever\  point  on  Long  Island  for  suburban 
dwellers  time  To  tin  south  the  time  to  Trenton  will  be  reduced  to  sixty  minutes  and  to  Philadelphia  in  ninety 
minutes.  \
